However daring the 
last term of office the people be- 
came tired of his administration 
and in the next election, when he 
uspired for the fourth term, he 
was decisively defeated. He had 
been a goul governer and had ac- 
cepted the highest honors Lat 
the people vf Michigan vould con- 
yey upon an individual, but he 
was reluctant Ww give up, Evident. 


ly the voters of the state had 
Hood reasons why he shouki not 
be elected for the fourth term, 


and those reasons should be just 
as valid today as they were in 
1926. Sume of Mr. Groesheck’s 
friends clairn that Michigan need» 
him at this time. That sentiment 
we believe is purely personal and 
there is mo reason to feel that ne 
ja the only person in Michigan 
who can administer good yzovern- 
ment. Naturally we would like tu 
see our close friends im respon- 
sible public authority—that means 
personal opportunity. But 
people at large, as far as Mr. 
Groesbeck is concerned, we 
eve, do net share that sentiment. 
Mr. Groesbeck has been out of 
touch with Michigan mattera or 
many years. In fact, after his 
defeat. he appears to have lost in- 
terest in everything pertaining to 
Michigan affairs, and especially 
in party matters, The public wil!

loser in 1926, and again in 1930 
when he was defeated by Wilbw 
Brucker. And his attitude agarose 
the State when he wa. the ar- 
tourney for the Standard O1} Co. in 
a suit instituted by the state te 
callect: money due the people on 
gas tax. These things the people 
still have fresh in their minds 
and we cannot see why Mr, Groes- 
beck can hope that the voters are 
reing to fiy to his rescue at the 
primary election, The principal 
objection toward Mr. Groesbeck 
in the 1926 carmpaign in this part 
of Michigan was the fact that he 
insisted upon keepine John Batrd 
as director of the State Depar- 
nent of Conservation, after the 
Jatter had boldly defied the resi 
dents of this trout-Ashing regzton 
in regard to fishing regulattans. 
He had preferred ta listen ta a 
few influential citizens of Mich- 
igan, men who did not even reside 
in this part of the state, rather 
than to give us the legislatfon 
that was desired. And this, after 
a meeting had heen held here in 
our eaurt house when there was 
a unanimous agreement as to 
what regulations were wanted 
here, Many of our residents wif 
reeall this instance, and it did not 
set well with us.

The rest will be paid in 
future years in addition ty the 
normal operating expenses of the 
federal government, Jt lovks very 
inuch as ff we would soon go 
stury broke if we keep on getting 
these “free” yifts which cost us 
five Limes what we receive,

The lecture, which was il- 
lustrated with Jantern slides. be- 
gan with a discussion of the econ- 
omic value of the forests, prin 
cipally for timber, Mr. Wheeler 
then went into detail to show the 
various other uses of the foresta.
